EXPORTS IN MAY 


TMPROVEMENT in general business finds 


. •*• reflection in merchandise exports for 


May. Where, according to the 
normal 


trend, there should have been a decrease 
from the preceding month, there was an 
increase, maintaining- the record since the 
first of the year of a monthly expanded 
foreign trade. May was also distinguished 
by the fact that, contrary to the three pre- 
ceding months, exports exceeded imports. 
The percentage increase of the exports, 
compared with May, 1935, was 22 and of 
imports 12. 


Getting down to details the Commerce 


Department's survey shows substantial ex- 
port increases over a year ago in those 
manufactured products of which a goodly 
percentage of the total production is sold 
in the foreign field under normal condi- 
tions. For instance, agricultural machinery 
and implements exported last month rose 
sharply compared with a year ago. While 
figures to show the present ratio are not 
available, formerly 23 per cent of our 
output in that line was taken by foreign 
buyers. 


The same is true of many other products, 


such as electrical and industrial machin- 
ery, typewriters, motor vehicles, 
copper, 


refined mineral oil and the like. The pros- 
perity of such manufacturers is in no small 
degree dependent on foreign trade. Yet the 
exclusionists belittle the need of exports 
as representing "only" 10 per cent of our 
total production of movable goods. They 
ignore how very large the percentage be- 
comes when applied to individual fields of 
-production, the growth of which is essen- 
tial to the national economic welfare. As to 
the latter fact one has only to consider cot- 
ton.

CAPT. I. K.. WOOLFE, a famous

! York's best-known duplicate play- 
i ers, sent me the following- letter. I 
: applaud his sense of humor, when

"I thought these two hands would 


Interest you. They both came up In 
the same duplicate this week at Ban- 
field's, in a 26-board duplicate. On 
Board 23. thinking I was holding 
Board 1 again, I bid 7-No Trumps, 
vulnerable. I was doubled, and then, 
alas, my partner Informed me he bad 
not held his hand before. 
I went 


down 7 tricks. What are the chances 
of holding two such hands in one 
duplicate?" 


For the benefit of players who are 


J unfamiliar with duplicate, I will add 


that the same pair never are allowed 
to play the same hand twice. Cap- 
tain Woolfe was only Joking when he 
bid 7-No Trumps, expecting other 
players to at once notice that an In- 
correct board had been placed before 
them. However, the joke could not 
be withdrawn. The two hands are 
given below.

The salient resemblances between 


the two hands are the 6-3-2-2 type, 
with 6 h*arts, headed by 9-S-7-; the 
I clubs, headed by A-K; a J-l suit 
and two low cards of the fourth. 
"With a long and hard contest be- 
tween the appearance of the first and 


the last board, no wonder ne believed 
the same hand was before him. 


Named by suit and denomination, 


there is only one chance in 635,013,- 
559,600 that a specified player will be 
dealt those 13 cards In a single trial. 
There are just 100 chances that one 
of the i players will be dealt such ft 
hand In 25 boards. That means that 
there ia only one chance In 6,350,135,- 
COO of precisely duplicating the 13 
cards of a specified player of 26 
boards, In one of the 25 remaining 
boards.

Board 1, recalled only gpnc-ral de- 
tails: that hearts consisted of 6, 
headed by 9-8-7, with the 3-2 at the 
lower end. He did not notice whether 
the fourth card from the top was 
the 4, 5 or 6. So that any one of 
three heart hands would have ap- 
peared to him to be the precise dupli- 
cate of that In Board I. 


Without knowing which of three re- 


maining suits it was, he noted that 
the J-3 of one suit was duplicated. 
For the third suit he noted that the 
A-K-X were repeated, but the thiM 
card might have been any card lower 
than the Q or J, and the suit might 
have been either of the tw* not 
previously mentioned. 
The fourth 


suit contained a low doubleton— 
headed by any card lower than the J. 
If these premises are to be accepted, ^ 
then any one of 2,551,200 hands ^ 
would have been viewed by the hold- 
er of the second hand, as being the 
hand noted In the first board, or the 
chances for him to hold a hand so 
regarded, were 1 In 222,718, or prac- 
tically no chance at all.
